Bechtel’s Flowering Crab. 
(Pyrus Angustifolia. ) 


Of all dwarf flowering trees this is pre-emi- 
nently beautiful, and, were we confined to one 
tree, this would be our choice. It blossoms 
freely when but 2 or 3feet high, a habit not 
common to most of the Pyrus family, and the 
flowers are produced after the full development 
of the leaves. 

The individual flowers are very large, vivid 
pink in color, with intermingling of white, and 
are intensely fragrant.
